NEW MACHINERY INSTALLED 


Bedford to Have 24-Hour Electric I 


Service From Local Plant.

The improvements to the station 
of the Bedford Electric Light, Heat 
and Power Company have' been com- 
pleted. Two new generators 'and a 
new switch-board and instruments 
have been installed and the company 
no%»has one of the best plants of Its 
size in the state. 


^ generators, etc., were manu-, 
factured by the General Electric 
Company of Schenectady, N. Y., and 
are modern in every respect. Each 
generator is driven by its own engine 
thus making two complete sets and 
insuring continuous service for in 
casi of a break down in one set, the 
other can be put into service immedi- 
ately. 


The machines furnish 60 cycle, 
three-phase current, 2300 volts pri- 
mary and 110-220 secondary. 


The company will tomorrow com- 
plete, the new line to the Bedford 
Springs Hotel and current will be 
furnished the Springs Company after 
that time. 
The Springs Company 
have just completed the wiring of 
all the buildings on their property 
and will- install electric heating and 
cooking appliances to take the place 
of gas and steam fixtures now being 
used. 


Twenty-four hour service will be 
given by the Light Company, begin- 
ning about^June 2 0, and we "under- 
stand they are offering attractive 
propositions to power -users. 


The 24-hour service is certainly 
something for our people to be proud 
of and it should be an inducement in 
securing small manufacturing plants 
for our town.

SOUTH PENN BILL DEFEATED 


Representative Matt Vigorously Op- 


posed Extension of Time. 


On Wednesday of this week the 
Honse of Representatives at Harris- 
burg, by a vote of 123 to 16, defeat- 
ed the Colljn Senate bill which would 
lave given a-new lease of life to the 
South Penn R. R. 
The purpose of 


:he bill was to prevent other com- 
panies from securing rights of way 
by extending the charter of the old 
company five years. 


One of the opponents of the meas- 


ure was Representative Matt of this 
county, who said, in the course of his 
remarks: 
—-• 


"Some years ago the South Penn 
road obtained rights of way through 
the farms of the" lower part of the 
state from the Allegheny to the Dela- 
ware. -.The right of way destroyed 
miles and -miles of farms, l»ut~the 
farmers believing they would soon 
get a railroad did not object to this 
at that time. 
Since then, however, 
it has been impossible for any other 
company to get a right of way. We 
passed a bill here yesterday giving 
to the State Highway Department the 
rights of way of railroads not built 
and this bill should be defeated,"

Millions of 
dollars have already been subscribed 
for the project, 'a number of auto 
factories 
subscribing as much as 


?500,000, and auto clubs are paying 
their share all over the country. 


A number of auto manufacturers 
are figuring on moving their plants 
along the great highway.

Thi* boulevard will be a great 
thing for this county, and it will un- 
doubtedly advance the price of prop- 
erty all along the line of the road.

During 1912. 


Harrisburg, June 9—Pennsylvania 


was healthier during 1912 t"ha'n ever 
before in her history. 
The Bureau 


of^ Vital Statistics of the State De- 
partment of Health has just complet- 
ed the work of tabulating the statis- 
tics of the 7,969,904 inhabitants of 
the Commonwealth for the past year. 
Deaths from practically all' of the 
communicable diseases have reached 
the lowest 
ebb heretofore known. 


The general death rate for the entire 
state was only 14 per thousand in- 
habitants as compared with the rate 
of 16 per thousand in 1906. 
This 


means that there were 15,938 fewer 
deaths the past year than would have 
occurred had the former rat'e pre- 
vailed. 


Tuberculosis, the greatest single 


cause of death, has shrunk 
from 


158.9 per hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants to 123.7 as a result of the ac- 
tive campaign that has been waged 
against it. 


Typhoid fever which claimed 54.8 


victims from every 100,000 Pennsyl- 
vanians in 1906 now causes but 16.5. 


Diphtheria, largely a disease' of 


childhood, claimed 34.1 victims per 
hundred thousand of population in 
1906. 
This has been reduced to 24.9.

FOURTH-CLASS POSTMASTERS 


Civil Service Examinations Will Be 


Held for Applicants. 


Washington, June 4.—Members of 
Congress have little to do in connec- 
tion -with the filling of fourth-class 
postoffifces. 


Civil Service examinations will be 


,held for the filling of each fourth- 
i'class office, and these examinations 
will^Jbe,.open to all, including the 
**-5!seat postmasters. 
It would not appear from the copy 


of the Civil Service Commission's in- 
structions 
to applicants for 
the 
fourth-class postmaster examinations 
that the tests are very severe, and 
yet, experience shows that there are 
not a few who fail to pass. The sub- 
jects covered by the examination and 
the credits given are: 
1. Elementary arithmetic and ac- 
counts (simple tests in addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication, and division 
of whole numbers and C9mmon and. 
decimal fractions and statements of a 
postmaster's accounts), 40 credits. 


2. Penmanship 
(the legibility, 
neatness, and general appearance of 
the competitor's handwriting in the 
sul 
=t of letter writing), 10 credits. 


i 
Letter writing (a letter of not 


lesi^ than 125 words on one of two 
subjects furnished), 10 credits. 


4. Copying manuscript addresses 
(a simple test in copyiny accurately 
addresses given), 10 credits. 


5. Facilities for transacting postal 


business (based on the location of 
i..e postoffice site, the convenience of 
office arrangements, etc.), 30 cred- 
its, total 100 credits. 


Hie examination in the first sub- 


je"t consists of five questions along 
iho following lines: 


In question 1 the competitor ia 


given eight whole numbers to add 
and from their sum he is required to 
subtract another given whole number. 


In question 2 the competitor is giv- 


en the value of the stamps canceled 
a.i a. certain postofflce; the amount of 
money received for newspaper and 
periodical postage, and from the sale 
>f waste paper, twine, etc.; also the 
Lf//x rents collected. 
He is required 
to enter the figures in a given form, 
v.d to compute the salary of the post- 
master for the quarter in accordance 
wiih the directions given in the form. 


Question 3 consists of multipHca- 


t,on and division of decimals\ and 
also the reduction of a fractiomto a 
decimal. 
( 


Question 4 is a practical applica- 
tion of measurements, such as find- 
ing how many postomce boxes of a 
given size can be put in a certain 
space, or how many yards of linoleum 
of a given width are required to cov- 
er a floor of a given size, etc 
In question 5 the competitor is 
given the amount and fee of each 
money order issued and the amount 
of each money order paid at a given 
postoffice for a certain month 
From 
this data he is to make a statement 
of the postmaster's account* with the 
Government in a prescribed form and 
to balance the statement 


All persons securing an average of 


70 will get their names on the eligi- 
ble list, and from the three highest 
the Postmaster General will select 
the postmaster 
In the case of per- 
sons honorably discharged from the 
military or naval service by reason of 
disability from wounds received or 
sickness incurred in the line of duty, 
an. average of 65 will be sufficient 
and such applicant will be given pref- 
erence over all others in appoint- 
ment. 
Where the office pays more than 


$oOO persons over 65 years are made 
ineligible. 
Where women are de- 
clared by statue of full age for all 
purposes at 18, they are eligible to 
examination and appointment. 
The 
examination In each case will be held 
it the most convenient point and will 
be conducted when possible, by local 
examining boards. 
Marking of the 
papers will be done by the Commis- 
• sion. 
It will be necessary for every ap- 
plicant to fill out an application blank 
which may be obtained from the 
postmaster, and notice of time of the 
examination will be served a few days 
before it is held. In every case the 
character and record of the applicant 
must be good and the applicant be 
vouched for by at least five persons.

sons with red flags to stop all autos 
approaching Schellsburg and hand 
out hand-bills warning them that the 
limit in this town was 18 miles; anc 
that it is a speed trap 
And these 


hand-bills may still be seen in gar- 
ages from Philadelphia to Erie and 
from Pittsburgh to the Pocono Moun- 
tain.

through our town or to protect our- 
selves against the discomfort and 
danger of reckless drivers.

for history in the making: 


Our signs are new painted and 


clean and in compliance with law. 
Hereafter there will be two classes 
of speeders. 
(1) Those who break 


the law without having read this 
warning; and (2) those who break 
the law after having read this,warn- 
ing. 


As to the former class; if they are 


going over 18 miles they are inten- 
tionally and seriously breaking the 
law, for, if they depend on the signs 
foi their information, they are lim- 
ited to 12 miles per hour. Therefore 
they are not entitled to any consid- 
eration. As to the second class, they 
are even worse, because there enters 
into their offense an element of de- 
fiance and malice. 


In either case the limit of the fin 


for a first offense is $25; and as w 
are trying to break up a dangerou 
and vicious practice there seems t 
be no reason why the limit should 
not be applied.

And finally; If we run up agains 


a campaign of slander and abuse 
this year such as was carried on las 
year, we will put the limit to 11 
miles per hour and make it exciting 
for anyone who beats it 
We will 


neither be cursed for our gifts nor 
robbed of our plain rights. To us as 
to the autoist life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness seem desirable.

SUGAR LOBBY HEADS 


The heads of the Sugar Lobby are 


now testifying before the Senate Lobby 
Committee and censuring President 
Wilson and claiming they were given 
to understand that there was "noth- 
ing to fear" from the administration 
so far as sugar was concerned. 


The sugar magnates from Louisi- 


ana and Hawaii, who were called as 
witnesses, raised a regular calamity 
howl, but along with it admitted that 
they had used every effort in their 
power to have their agents, their job- 
bers and all their customers flood the 
mails with letters and heat the wires 
with telegrams to Senators and Rep- 
resentatives urging them to keep the 
tariff on sugar. "We tried to estab- 
lish an endless chain of letters and 
telegrams, to draw the attention of 
Congress to our arguments," admit- 
ted Jules Godchomx while on the 
stand. 


Their admissions are of record, re- 


vealing sectional- selfishness and self 
interest, but, *riruch as they intimate 
they dare not say that President Wil- 
son as a candidate for the greatest" 
honor in the gift of the American 
people ever made any promises to 
the sugar interests, nor can such 
statement be made by any trust in 
any other line.

STATE COLLEGE TRIP 


Visitors Well Pleased With Condi- 


tions at the Institution. „ 


The very low rate Pennsylvania 
Railroad Farmers' Excursion to State 
College, June 5, was well patronized. 
That the farmers along the line of 
the Bedford Division appreciate this 
move of the railroad to co-operate 
with the State College management 
in bringing before the public the re- 
sults of its experimental work, was 
evidenced by the large number of 
farmers who availed themselves of 
this opportunity to visit the College. 
The excursion train leaving Hynd- 


man at 5:45 a. m. had on board over 
250 persons—farmers, their wives 
and others—when it arrived at Al- 
toona. Here it was consolidated with 
a similar train bearing almost 300 
persons from Morrison's Cove for the 
same destination. This made up a 
train of 13 coaches which, without 
any delays or mishaps, arrived at 
State College about noon. 
Other 
trains from other sections of the 
state arrived, until about 1,500 vis- 
itors were on the college grounds. 
'After lunch, in conveyances pro- 
vided at the expense of the College, 
the visitors were taken over the large 
area covered by the experimental farm- 
ing operations. On every si.de was be- 
held in the excellent gi owing crops, 
the results of proper fertilization. 
The herd of beef cattle was viewed 
with admiration and wonder. 
The 
orchard of thrifty growing young 
trees was pointed out as the lesult of 
proper selection of stock and careful 
cultivation. The gardening, the dairy 
herd, the poultry, all showed the un- 
mistakable results of system and ap- 
plied science. 
Here can be seen. the results of 
years of experimental' farm work, all 
of which is available for the use of 
the farmer today at a nominal cost. 
Farmers who can should not fail 
to visit State College and look over 
its operations. It will pay.

Paint was never before so high as 
last year: about $2.25 a gallon Devoe 
and a half-dollar less for trash.

the remaining five chapters ot genesis, 
and while giving some attentron to 
"Jacob before Pharaoh," the lesson 
title, we must consider as many as 
possible of many most Important 
things of all these chapters. It Is worth 
while to notice when Jacob Is so called 
and when he is called Israel, the old 
name and the new, remembering the 
when and wherefore of the change 
Being convinced by the sight of the 
wagons that Joseph still lived, he start- 
ed on his journey to Egypt and a1 
Beersheba offered sacrifices unto God 


Thus began, with the entrance into 


Egypt of these seventy souls, the ful- 
fillment of the word of the Lord to 
Abram, "Thy seed shall be a stranger 
In a land that is not theirs" (Gen 
xv, 13, 14). The other end of the prom- 
ise, "Afterward shall they come out 
with great substance." seems to hava 
been so real to Jacob that, as Israel, 
he said to Joseph before he died. "Be- 
hold. I die. but God shall be with yon 
and bring you again unto the land* of 
your fathers" (xlviii. 21). When Jo- 
seph died, over fifty years later, he 
said to his brethren: "I die. and God 
will surely visit you and bring you out 
of this- land. * * * And ye shall car- 
ry up my bones from hence" 0, 24, 
25). When Jacob "and all his household 
drew near to Egypt he sent Judah to 
advise Joseph and to direct his way. 
And again we think of Him who came 
from Jndab. who only can direct our 
way. 


Joseph, being thus advised of his fa- 


ther's arrival at G^oshen. went in his 
chariot to meet his father and present- 
ed himself unto him (xlvi. 29), and 
who can tell what i« so briefly summed 
np In the words. "He fell on his necfe 
and wept on his neck a pood while?" 
What a meeting It must have been 
after twenty-two years of separation, 
and Joseph all that time supposed by 
bis father to be dead! Now he receives 
him back from the dead and finds him 
ruler over all Egypt and a savior of

winter kills often; 
vetch usually 


pulls through our winters in good 
shape; and rape keeps on growing 
until covered by snow. 


All the above named plants furnish 


fine forage after the corn is taken off 
ana 
unjtil they are 
winter-killed. 


Vetch and crimson clover also furnish 
splendid pasture in the spring. The 
best combinations for pasturing are 
soy beans and rape and soy beans and 
vetch. 


The Rhode Island Experiment Sta- 


tion reports that during a five year 
test soy beans gathered about twice 
as much nitrogen as crimson clover. 


For mechanical effect on the field 


vetch is well in the lead with crim- 
son clover second. 
Vetch fills the 


ground with hair-like roots, and at 
plowing time ,the ground turns up 
in fine mellow condition. 
Crimson 


clover 
does 
the 
same 
though 


hardly to as great an extent; and its 
winter killing is against it. 


The soy bean, root and stalk, fur- 


nishes very quickly available humus; 
its effect is alwajs strongly seen in 
the crop following. 
Vetch decays 


more slowly and lends its benefit over 
a longer period, both in the me- 
chanical effect and the humus. 


The ideal combination for our dis- 


trict, where winters are severe and 
the ground as a rule poorly supplied 
with nitrogen and humus, is un- 
doubtedly soy beans and vetch; and 
it is safe to say that the added me- 
chanical and plant food benefit is not 
less than $20 per acre from the in- 
vestment of $4. Soy beans and rape 
also, when combined, have an excel- 
lent mechanical effect and add large 
quantities of humus and nitrogen.
